Former Chancellor Konrad Ade­ 
nauer grew weaker today after 
passing a quiet night at his 
home in the village of Rhoen- 
dorf. 
A medical bulletin said the 91- 
year-old statesman’s “over-all 
condition and that of his lungs 
has weakened.” 
Hie reference to the weaken­ 
ing of the lungs raised specula­ 
tion that Adenauer’s illness—flu 
and bronchitis—had progressed 
into pneumonia. He became ill 
last Wednesday. 
Informants said there is grave 
concern for his life. 
A medical team that exam­ 
ined Adenauer Monday after­ 
noon said his condition re­ 
mained serious “because of his 
weakened general condition and 
the state of his lungs.'*

Soviet Arms Aid 
To Hanoi Alters 
Senate Attitude 


WASHINGTON (AP) — sen­ 
ate Republican Leader Everett 
M. Dirk sen said today the So­ 
viet Union has made “a new! 
ball game” of proposals to boost 
East-West trade by agreeing 
with Communist China to step t 
up the flow of ear materials to I 
North Vietnam. 
“This puts a new light oo 
President 
Johnson’s 
recom­ 
mendation for legislation to au­ 
thorize freer trade with the So­ 
viets” Dirksen said. “I don't 
think Congress is going to be 
very happy to do that at a time 
when the Russians are increas­ 
ing military help for the North 
Vietnamese.” 
U.S. officials disclosed last j 
week that the Soviets and Com­ 
munist Chinese had 
reached 
agreement on handling of Soviet j 
shipments to North Vietnam. 
The Soviets earlier publicly ac­ 
cused China of holding up sup­ 
plies intended for use in the j 
war. 
Dirksen said in an interview 
he is convinced a majority of 
both houses now opposes any 
relaxation of trade barriers, 
although Johnson has said this 
would not affect the system of 
controls on export of strategic 
goods. 
“Who can say with any cer­ 
tainty what is strategic and 
what is not?” Dirksen asked. 
“Anything we may sell them 
could permit them to divert 
more of their industry to mak­ 
ing war goods.”

Meeting privately in a hides-1 
way office at the Capitol, the 
bipartisan committee which in­ 
vestigated misconduct charges 
against the Connecticut Demo­ 
crat bas abandoned all other 
possible forms of rebuke, these 
sources said. 
Earlier this month it was 
learned the committee would 
recommend neither expulsion 
nor exoneration of Dodd. The 
full Senate makes the final deci­ 
sion. 
The six-member Select Com­ 
mittee on Standards and Con­ 
duct resumes its secret deliber­ 
ation* today, which one source 
said are reaching the climactic 
stage. 
The committee reportedly is 
still debating which term — 
censure or condemn — is the 
stronger a n d 
whether 
the 
stronger should be used. 
Knowledgeable sources will­ 
ing to discuss the committee 
deliberations — and they were 
few — refused to indicate which 
aspects of Dodd’s conduct would 
be specified as the basis for pro­ 
posed Senate punishment 
In two sets of open bearings, 
the committee bas heard testi­ 
mony on Dodd’s financial af­ 
fairs and his relationship with 
Chicago public relations man 
Julius Klein, once a registered 
agent for West German business 
interests. 
Dodd has been accused of: 
—Converting to his personal 
use the proceeds of testimonial 
dinners which raised nearly 
$190,060. Dodd has acknowL 
edged he used testimonial mon­ 
ey to pay off debts and meet 
what be called “personal-politi­ 
cal expenses.” 
But be has insisted the testi­ 
monial 
donors 
intended 
the 
money as a personal gift, to be 
used as he saw fit, not as politi­ 
cal contributions. 
Billing the Senate for offi­ 
cial travels, and charging his 
expenses to private organiza­ 
tions as well, thus receiving 
double 
reimbursement 
Dodd 
has blamed this on a bookkeep- 
er-turned-accuser, whom he ac­ 
cused of sloppy work. 
Using his position as a sena­ 
tor to help Klein keep West Ger­ 
man business clients. Dodd has 
denied any impropriety in his 
relationship with Klein. 
Senate sources said that at 
this point the Ethics Committee 
is sifting through the testimony 
and evidence amassed during 
more than a year of investiga­ 
tion. 
The deliberations were said to 
have been marked in part by 
disagreement over the impact 
of the two words, censure and 
condemn. 
One source said there is a dif­ 
ference of opinion, not only on 
which word would constitute the 
stronger rebuke, but, once that 
can be determined, on whether 
the stronger word is indeed 
preferable.

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio — This 
is steel cou ntry — and a semi­ 
nar for top management a a the 
topic of “Change in the Govern­ 
ment - Bu siness Relationship,” 
held b y the local Indu strial In­ 
formation Institu te, Inc., inevi­ 
tab ly comes down in the qu es­ 
tion and answer periods to 
steel’s own relationships with 
Washington, D. C. 
In some ways steel is sitting 
pretty so far as government is 
concerned. For recently it has 
relinqu ished its old role 
of 
political whipping b oy to the 
au tomob ile indu stry, which is 
now’ b eing pilloried for an in­ 
ab ility to change its produ ction 
line dies, jigs, and fix tu res ov­ 
ernight to provide instant safe­ 
ty in its 1968 models. Steel’s 
safety campaigns were u nder­ 
taken years ago, and a mod­ 
ern mill is now ju st ab ou t as 
foolproof as one cou ld wish. 
On the other hand, there is 
pollu tion. This is a 
prob lem 
with a thou sand faces. They tell 
one 
story 
here 
ab ou t 
the 
strange case of the Geneva, 
plant of United States Steel, 
situ ated in the great open spac­ 
es where pollu tion s ho u l d b e 
the last prob lem to worry ab ou t. 
It seems that after World War 
II, when U. S. S t e e I b ou ght the 
Utah mill from the govern­ 
ment, the cows on the ranches 
su rrou nding the commu nity of 
Geneva started dying of a mys­ 
teriou s malady. Their teeth dis- 
tegrated. and they cou ld 
no 
longer crop the local grasses. 
Ranchers su spected the fall-ou t 
from the steel mill stacks, and 
it tu rned ou t they were right 
The Geneva mill was u sing na­ 
tive Utah ore, with a high flu o­ 
ride content. The flu oride went 
u p in smoke, came down on the 
grass in qu antities to great for 
animal tolerance, and U. S. 
Steel had a lot of ranchers’ law 
su its on its hands. It didn’t get 
off the hook u ntil it went else­ 
where for its ore. Today it 
maintains cows in its own Gen­ 
eva front yard.ju st to prove to 
farmers that it no longer pol­ 
lu tes the local meadows. 
The eradication of pollu tion in 
steel towns now has the atten­ 
tion which the topic of mill safe­ 
ty was getting the day b efore 
yesterday. Since pollu tion does 
have those thou sand faces, its 
eradication is necessarily a slow 
process.

“There is no use lying doc­ 
tor. I’m just plain scared to 
death!” This was the very first 
statement made to me by a 
new patient when he first came 
to my office. 
To emphasize the impact of 
this, I must describe him in de­ 
tail.

a professional 
wrestler. His size and appear­ 
ance had abolutely nothing to 
do with the intensity of the fear 
he felt and expressed. 
We 
chatted 
informally 
for I 
a few minutes and despite my 
efforts to minimize his anxiety, I 
I found that it mounted and| 
grew worse. It reached a peak 
when he 
suddenly said,'’doc­ 
tor, I’m parked near a fire hy­ 
drant, do you mind if I put off 
this apointment until tomor-1 
row?” 
Here was an adult who re­ 
verted to a child-like pattern of 
escaping from a real situation 
by running away because he 
was unable to conquer the fears > 
that had been distressing him 
for such a long time. 
When I sympathetically ex­ 
plained to him why he reacted 
as he did without embarrassing 
him, he smiled and quickly de­ 
cided that it was kin of silly 
and that he would stay after 
all. 
Inquiry finally showed that he 
traced his fears to the age of 
five when he was treated and 
later operated on for an acute i 
infection of the mastoid. Since 
then he lived in mortal dread 
of doctors, injections and a gag­ 
ging wooden tongue depressor. 
When he finally spoke freely 
about his fears he realized that 
he had been walking around for 
months “dying of a disease he 
never had.” He was “sure” that 
he had a cancer of tile larynx 
because he was smoking exces-1 
sively and could not, in his bet- * 
tor judgment, stop. 
Examination of the larynx 
showed It to be perfectly nor­ 
mal except for the redness arri 
irritation of a larynx beaten by 
too much talking, screaming 
and too much tobacco. 
When I assured him again 
teat there was no sign of real 
trouble he seemed to get no 
pleasure from ii In fact, he 
looked at me and said, “How 
do I know you're telling me 
the troth?” 
So deeply ingrained was his 
unreasoning fears that there 
was no way to communicate 


with him at this time. So sure 
had he been that his life hung 
in the balance that he later 
confessed to me that be actu­ 
ally had made out a will and 
reconciled himself to the fact 
that be was no longer able to 
work. His whole world seemed 
to revolve about the central 
core of destructive fear. 
After many visits I was able 
to establish a relationship that 
he believed in. During this time 
he revealed many other kinds 
of fears that he bad been un­ 
able to express. 
Under my persuasion this pa-; 
tient was shown that even men 
of his size sometimes needed 
the guidance and assurance of 
a psychiatrist or psychologist 
when their problems could not 
be handled by themselves, their 
friends or their relatives. 
It takes a well-trained person 
who knows the art of listening 
and interpretation to unravel 
the complexities of emotional 
problems. 
When my patient first began 
to express his anxieties, to open­ 
ly speak about them, he became 
intrigued with his ability to re­ 
call vivid experiences during 
his early life. Soon he was able 
to recognize how they affected 
his adult behavior and his en­ 
tire relationship with his wife 
and children. 
Talking out his problems lib­ 
erated him from the enclosure 
of fears that had been distress­ 
ing him for many years. The 
last time I saw him he was still 
engaged in the same occupa­ 
tion, but now constantly mak­ 
ing plans for a future that he 
believe in.

NEW YORK (AP) — This 
year a girl do esn’t have to pay 
federal inco me tax o n the dam­ 
ages she wins fro m a fello w’s 
breach o f pro mise to marry her. 
But that bit o f gallant lar­ 
gesse fro m Uncle Sam isn’t go ­ 
ing to do much to reco ncile a 
spinster, divo rcee o r wido w to 
paying 
hundreds 
o f 
do llars 
mo re in taxes than a married 
co uple with the same taxable 
inco me. 
To many o f the 13 millio n sin­ 
gle wo men in the United States 
it lo o ks as if they’re being pe­ 
nalized fo r no t marrying. 
“Yo u’d think,” o ne wo man 
co mmented as she rushed to 
meet the filing deadline to day, 
“the go vernment wo uld pay us 
to co mpensate fo r no t having a 
man aro und the ho use.” 
Ano ther, in a high bracket, 
said her acco untant to ld her the 
o ther day: “Ho ney if yo u’d just 
get a husband I co uld save yo u 
20 per cent!!” 
In spite o f effo rts by a few 
legislato rs, especially Sen. Eu­ 
gene J. McCarthy, D-Minn., to 
remedy the situatio n, no thing 
happens. Actually it’s getting 
wo rse, because mo re wo men 
are reaching the higher inco me 
brackets where the disparity is 
wider. 
Fo r example, a single wo man 
with a taxable inco me o f S6.000 
pays $130 mo re in federal in­ 
co me tax than a married co uple 
pays o n the same amo unt. With 
an $8,000 taxable inco me, the

Then in 1951 special tax 
rates were set forth for those 
who qualified as head of house­ 
hold. 
“The trouble is,” McCarthy 
points out, “that these qualifica­ 
tions are so demanding that 
Oley exclude many more women 
than they include.” 
What he wants to do is extend 
the head of household category 
to widows and widowers and to 
single persons over 35 who have 
never been married or who 
have been 
separated or di­ 
vorced tor three years or more, 
who maintain their own house­ 
holds.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-Re­ 
ligious leaders Monday set a 
goal of a half million signatures 
in their drive to get welfare 
payments increased to IOO per 
cent of minimum standards.

It will begin April 30. 
In an announcement last week 
the Catholic Conference of Ohio 
and the Ohio Council of Church­ 
es supported increased taxes to 
raise welfare payments. 
They said about $35 million 
more annually would allow the 
state to bring payments up to 
IOO per cent of minimum stand­ 
ards.

Owensboro, Ky. 
Judge Gordon bad refused to
